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motorist proceeded for some distance at a. 


slow pace, and crossed to his proper side of 
the road. It took Captain Redmond a 
“pretty good time ” to get out of the car, 
and when he got out he walked around the 
car He appeared to the witness to be drunk, 
as his face was flushed and he staggered ‘‘a 
little bit’’ when he got out of the car. 

Replying to Mr. Kingsmill Moore, the 
witness said that it took Captain Redmond 
eight or ten minutes to turn the car In order 
to bring the deceased man to hospital.

that Messrs. Williams had indefinitely closed 
this malt house by reason of the very great 
depression in trade; that they closed it 
enuinely and bona fide on the 3lst Decem- 
er, 1927, and that they had not used it for 
anything, since. He. also stated that there 
was machinery on the premises that had to 
be there, as it would take more to remove 
it than it was worth; and he added that he 
held, as a question of fact, that the pre- 
mises were capable of being used as malting 
premises at any time. 

In support of the appeal it was contended 
that, though the premises liad been closed 
for the reason specified, they were still in the 
beneficial occupation of the respondents, 
there being no evidence to show that the 
intention of the respondents was not to re- 
open the premises for the purpose of carrying 
on the malti. ¢ business there, and that, 
therefore, the respondents were in rateable 
occupation. 

Qn behalf of the respondents, on the other 
hand, it was contended that they had closed 
the premises for an _ indefinite period, as 
shown by. the evidence, 

It was pointed out by the Court that there 
appeared to be some misconception with re- 
gard to the intention of the respondents 
under the circumstances. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day. 


SLIGO LIGHTING 
UNDERTAKING. 


RETURN OF DEPOSIT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) . 

In the matter of the Parliamentary Deposit 
Act and the Sligo Lighting and Electric 
Power Company, 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Paul McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. 
Fenton and Lyons), on behalf of the com- 
pany, renewed his application for an order 
for the payment out to them of the money 
lodged by them as a deposit to secure the 
performance of their undertaking under a 
private Act of 1924. 

When the motion first was before the Court 
Mr. Justice Johnston directed that public 
notice of the application should be given. 
Yu Mr. Leonard now said that this had been 
one. 

The amount lodged by the company, said 
Mr. Leonard, was £682, which was now re- 
presented by £1,131 9s. 2d. Guaranteed Land 
Stock and £120 19s. 4d. cash. By Section 
26 of the Act of 1924, which was the first 
private Act passed by the Free State Par- 
liament, it was provided that if the works 
authorised by the Act were not done in two 
years, they should not be done at all. That 
time had expired, and the correspondence 
exhibited between the company and the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce ex- 
plained why the work had not .been done. 
‘he Ministry asked the company not to do 
the work until the new Electricity Commis- 
sionere were appointed, and when the Elec- 
tricity Commissioners weie appointed they 
said: ‘* You have done nothing, and we will 
have nothing to do with you.” The com- 
pany, of course, was quite solvent, and there 
was no order for a winding-up or the appoint- 
ment of a receiver.. No land had been taken 
in connection with the proposed undertaking, 
and no one had been injured by it. 

Mr. Justice Johnston granted the applica- 
tion.

to the negligence of the defendant, his servant 
or agent, in the driving and management of 
a motor lorry on the Roscrea-Nenagh road 
near Moneygall, County Tipperary, on 
January 16th last. The defence was a denial! 

of negligence. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.: Mr. Hubert Hamilton, 
K.C.. and Mr. J, J. Walshe (instructed by 
Mr. William Dwyer) appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Dockrell, 
K.C,, and Mr. Kingsmill-Moore (instructed 
by Mr. Arthur Houlihan) for the defendant. 

When the case was called, 

Mr, Wood said that he was happy to say 
that a settlement had been reached, by which 
the defendant agreed to pay The acci- 
dent occurred between six and seven o clock 
in the evening. A lorry owried by the de- 
fendant, laden with a ton of bacon, was pro- 
ceeding towards Dublin from Nenagh, and on 
the public road at Moneygall it ran over 
Martin Dwane, who was killed almost 
instantly. There was no witness of the 
occurrence except the driver of the lorry and 
the man who was sitting. beside hira. In 
these circumstances the plaintiff was in great 
difficulty, because he had to rely upon the 
statement that was made in proceedings 
elsewhere as the only evidence of negligence. 
Accordingly, the plaintiff had been advised 
to accep: a sum of £200 in full settlement 
of his claim. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that this struck 
him as a very small amount as compensation 
for four children whose father had been 
killed. : 

Mr, Wood said that there. were .extreme 
difficulties in the way of proving negligence, 
and there were also difficulties in the proof 
of pecuniary loss under Lord Campbell's Act. 
The plaintiff's advisers were of opinion that 
it was a wise settlement in the circumstances, 

Mr. Justice Hanna decided that the 
apportionment of the agreed sum must be 
made by a jury after hearing the evidence.

A POLITE EDUCATION. 


To so great a pitch was duelling car- 
ried that it was considered part and par- 
cel of a liberal education. The first two 
nuestions which were always asked as to 
a young man’s respectability and qualifi- 
cation were:—‘‘ What family is he oí?” 
and “ Did he ever blaze?’ So highly were 
duels rated that it was considered dis- 
honourable to refuse to fight on any 
grounds whatsoever. Sir Jonah Bar- 
rineton. in his Memoirs, tells an amusing 
story of his first encounter whilst still a 
student of Trinity. He received one day 
an invitation from a Mr. Daly, upon 
whom he had never set eyes. Despite his 
ignorance of his challenger, he accepted, 
and named ‘Balloon Crosby’’ as his 
second. Crosby had earned his nickname 
of “Balloon' from the fact that he was 
the first person to make a balloon ascent 
in the British Isles. Unfortunately, 
Ltarrington and Croshy possessed no 
pistols. They had, however, an assort- 
ment of parts of old weapons, which they 
contrived to patch together into three 
pistols. 

Ear!y on the following morning they 
repaired to Donnybrook Fair. On arriv- 
ing at the ground Daly's second came lgr- 
ward to apologise for a mistake in iden- 
tity which had occurred.

THE SQUIREEN’'S SATISFACTION, 


Such was the quixotic nature of duel- 
Jing, that men would go to court death in 
ignorance of the cause of their encounter. 
There was, happily, a lighter side to 
duelling, and many amusing stories have 
come down to us 

Elections were, in the nature of things, 
a most prolific cause of duels, Tempers 
rose in proportion as the canvassing pro- 
gressed. and challenges were issued thick 
and fast. At a Queen’s County election 
in 1782 an amusing encounter arose. One 
Frank Skelton, a ''sguireen,” was per- 
suaded to challenge an Excise man for 
ramming the butt-end of a _ horse-whip 
cown his throat whilst he was lying in a 
dranker, torpor.

He was pursued 
by his second, overtaken and thrown to 
the ground. After much persuasion he 
reluctantly retraced his steps to the scene 
of battle. Fortunately for his courage 
the Excise man was unable to rise from 
the ground, and thus ended this inglorious 
travesty of a duel,

Girl Tax Gatherers. 


Í notice that the British Inland Revenue 
authorities are now appointing girls as 
tax collectors. Some years ago they threw 
open the administrative and executive posts 
of inspectors and officers of taxes to the 
fair sex, and I suppose the lady officials 
have proved so satisfactory at the 
theoretical sice of taxes work that it has 
been decided to give them a chance at the 
practical work of tax-collecting. 
Assessing taxes is, however, a relatively 
simple job. The assessor has his own time, 
and, unlike the collector, he is not com- 
pelled to make excuses for the shortcomings 
of the Government and its revenue officials 
to irascible taxpayers, The collector must 
do this and a lot more. In fact, his task 
is a formidable one.

In the Free State the Department of 
Finance will, no doubt, watch this experi- 
ment with interest; and, perhaps, when 
our income tax code is simplified the 
Revenue Commissioners will appoint girls 
to collect taxes.

An Irish Bridge Contract. 


A Leeds firm, the Yorkshire Henne- 
bique Opntracting Company, have, 
understand, been given the order for the 
building of a new bridge across the River 
Abbey, at Park, near Limerick. The 
contract has been secured by that firm 
against much competition from both Irish 
and other English firms. 

The bridge, which will cost, £18,689, is 
intended to deal with the traffic between 
Limerick and the Upper Shannon. It 
will provide work for a good deal of Irish 
labour; fer a Leeds correspondent tells 
me that only a few key men are to be sent 
from that city, and the greater part of 
the work will be carried out by between 
sixty and eighty men recruited from the 
Limerick district, and covering a period 
of approximately twelve months. 

The total length of the bridge will be 
113 feet. and the width will be 32 feet. 
There will be five spans, comprising three 
large centre spans. with a smaller span 
at each end. 


The Dunmow Filitch.

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CHARITIES AND INCOME TAX 
REFUNDMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In view of the fact that a Financial 
Departmental Committee is at present en- 
gaged in the preparation of proposals for the 
simplification of the income tax code, it may 
not be inopportune to draw attention to the 
rules governing mi ent of income tax on 
rents in respect of charitable bodies. Thus 
Schedule A, Rules No, VIII., Section one, 
of the Income Tax Act, 1918, decrees that a 
tenant who pays thé tax shall be entitled to 
deduct from the -rent’ payable to the landlord 
or charity, income tax at the rate or rates 
of tax in force during the period Kaghtay = 
which the said rent was accruing due. n 
practice an estate agent allows the tenant, on 
production of the income tax receipts, tax 
at the standard rate, because income tax is 
never demanded at the accruing rate, but 
only at the standard rate. So that the re- 
payment is restricted to the accruing rate; 
and when the rate of tax is decreased, say, 
from 4s, in the £ to 3s. in the £ the 
Revenue will only repay tax at the accruing 
rate on, say, a half year’s rent to the ist 
June, although the tax allowed the tenant 
was the second instalment of the income tax 
at the standard rate of four shillings in the 
£. And, strangely enough, if the rate alters, 
say, from 3s. to 4s., the Revenue will admit 
repayment only on amount of tax suffered, 
atid net at the accruing rate. Surely, this is 
‘an anomalous ition; and the charity is 
out to lose in either case. 

The only remedy for this state of things is 
to ignore the rent gale days altogether, and 
to consider only the fiscal year as represented 
hy the collectors’ receipts. Apparently the 
provisions of Section eleven of the Finance 
Act, 1928, do not apply to ony claims.

The late Anders Zorn was a painter, 
universally recognised as a modern master. 
Carl Milles has no real rival, save Mestrovic, 
among modern sculptors. rofessor Ostberg 
has won universal credit for Swedish archi- 
tecture with the sole great public building of 
striking orginality erected in the present 
century, the famous Town Hall of Stock- 
holm. Professor Osvald Siren is one of the 
most learned of modern art critics. 

The splendid physique of the Swedish 
people, their remarkable material prosperity, 
their hoeme-loving temperament, the natural 
beauty of their native land, were bound, in 
combination, to bring about a widespread in- 
terest in the fine arts, and a strong and 
sensible movement to further that interest 
and apply it to practical pur h 

GOVERNMENT SUPPORT. 

In 1874 the Handarbets Vánner, the Society 
of the Friends of Handicraít, was founded to 
co-ordinate and direct artistic activities con- 
nected with trade. It was influenced by the 
theories and example of William Morris and 
his colleagues. ut, unlike them, it pre- 
ferred to seek inspiration from modern en- 
deavour rather than in past achievement. As 
a result, it has produced and fostered a 
school of designers, whose work is modern 
in the full, best sense of that much-abused 
word. 

The Swedish Government firmly supports 
private endeavour to encourage art. No 
capital of its size can boast a greater pro- 
fusion of first-class galleries and museums, 
with contents more attractively arranged, 
than can Stockholm, and nowhere are such 
institutions more generously endowed. 

The Kungliga Livrust Kammern (the Royal 
Armoury), the National Museum, the Mae 
diska Museet, the Statens Historiska Museum 
and the Thiel Art Gallery have brought not 
only pleasure, but profit, in large measure, to 
the Swedes. They have, at least, set lofty 
standards for the Swedish craftsman. ó 

Yet Swedish glass, porcelain, furniture, 
textiles and silverware could not have 
flourished to their present state of excellence 
without the continuous impact of modern 
ideas and the constant friendly rivalry of 
competing firms. So the Swedes wisely 
organise at frequent intervals exhibitions of 
industrial art, where Swedish artists may 
teach and learn from each other, where public 
taste may be instructed and where foreign 
buyers may be shown the best which Sweden 
has to offer, — 

Such an exhibition was held, with great 
success, seven years ago in Gotenburg, and 
such a one is now being held in Stockholm 


itself, 

ART IN INDUSTRY. 
According to the official programme, its 
special aim is “to show the contribution of 
Sweden in the present-day attempts to use 
artistic talent to endow homes for the 
average man.” It aims to effect some settle. 
ment between handicrafts and mass industry, 
by subduing, as far as possible, the imper- 
sonal, standardised character of the modern 
machine-house equipment. 
The exhibition is laid out on the sloping 
shores of the beautiful bay Djurgards- 
brunnsviken, and steps in stages, like the 
tiers of an amphitheatre, to the Water’s edge. 
The buildings are, of set purpose, fashioned 
in an architectural style that, if logical, is 
somewhat relentless, a strange but fascinat- 
ing medley df metal plates, glass and girders. 
But the lavish use of flowers, colours, trees 
and bunting saves the general effect from 
being too severe. 

A central avenue leads to the wide glass 
fagade of the exhibition restaurant, the 
highest ramp of the amphitheatre, where the 
accentuated horizontal lines of the ‘various 
flanking halls are gathered up into a vast, 
trellised, vertical mast, which towers to a 
height of two hundred and fifty feet, brilliant 
with painted signs by day and coloured lights 
by night. 

In the halls, each devoted to a separate 
branch of applied art, the exhibits are 
arranged in an ingenious compromise between 
the stereotyped museum display and the 
promiscuity of average mercantile presenta- 
tion. Prices are everywhere affixed. “ This,” 
according to the organisers, “is the exhibi- 
tion for the slender purse.” Their claim is 
justified. 

Here may be seen the latest goblets, bowls 

and vases, come hot from the kiln, textiles 

just lifted off the loom, chairs and cabinets 

fresh from the polishers’ hands, and a multi- 

tude of other decorative produets, displayed 

in novel settings under subtle lighting. 
GLASS. 

Perhaps the most striking group of exhibits 

is in the section devoted to glass, There are 
no less than ten well-known glass factories 
in Sweden. Their large output is continually 
absorbed, for civilised mankind uses glass in 
ever increasing quantity, and its nature is 
perishable. The Swedish  glass-making 
industry is highly organised. Its pioneers 
are the celebrated firm of Orrefors, who are 
fortunate in having the services of such super- 
latively good desigriers as S, Gate and F. 
Hald. Orrefors are run close by the 
Kristallglasbruken, who own several old- 
established works, and are the largest pro- 
ducers. Scores of good designers work at 
present for these concerns, among whom 
should be, specially mentioned, Elis Bergh, 
who is with the firm Kosta. 
The leading porcelain manufactory is the 
Gustavsburg. Here, too, there is a wealth 
of imaginative talent well typified by the 
lovely monochrome pastorals of Kage. Yrge 
Berg, who models for Réistrand, Bhal he od 
is with the Lidképing concern, and, above 
all, Thorvald Aleef, who has made a wonder- 
ful bust. of a girl for Christer’s are men 
whose work is most novel and yet quite 
worthy to rank among the masterpieces of 
ancient ceramic art 

Textiles in Sweden are mainly produced 
in the home. But the textile pavillion in 
the exhibition shows plainly that the extra- 
ordinary. variety of brilliant designs in 
carpets, rugs, banners and curtains is the 
result of immense and emulative productivity. 

THE MODERN HOUSE. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
show is the exhibit of the famous Nordiska 
Kompaniet, the great general store of the 
capital, which has branches in every Swedish 
town. It takes the form of a house designed 
in the most advanced style of architecture 
to suit the needs of a _ well-to-do family, 
and it is furnished completely, without the 
slightest reference to past taste or traditions.

NORTHERN HERRING FISHERY. 


Reports from Ardglass, the rincipal 
centre of the herring industry in Northern 
Jreland, show that the fish are scarce and 
dear; but the quality is improving, and 
arrangements have been made for the 
forthcoming curing season. It is hoped, 
however, that the extent of the catches 
will soon improve. 

The following official prices for the 
past week show the remarkable advance 
in value within a few days. On 14th 
June ten boats were engaged, and, with a 


cran was 48s.; on 17th inst. sixteen boats 
were out, and, with 22 crans, the average 
price was 100s. per cran; the returns for 
18th June showed eighteen boats at work, 
and, with 16 crans, the price was 106s. 
per cran. There was a slight drop on 
19th June, when seventeen boats caught 
27 crans, the average price received being 
96s. per cran, but this was fully compen- 
sated for on the 20th inst. when, with 
seven boats and 12 crans, the. average 
figure was 123s. per cran. 

It may be of interest to the uninitiated 
to know that a cran is a measure of 
capacity in Scotland for herrings when 
just taken out of the net. It amounts to 
574 imperial gallons, and contains about 
750 herrings on an average. At the top 
prices the fishermen seem to be doing very 
well; but the quantities are small.

plan there will scope for variation 
according to provincial needs and circum- 
stances The essence of the plan is to 
afford to Indians the opportunity of judg- 
ing by experiment in the provincial sphere 
how far the British system of parlia- 
mentary government is fitted to their needs 
and to the natural genius of the people. 

It must be realised that the change 
involved is very great and far-reaching.’ 

It has been necessary, says the report, 
to combine with the new plan in the 
provincial sphere restrictions and qualifi- 
cations under which the full force of 
majority rule is mitigated by the power 
of intervention vested in the rules for 
such purposes as the protection of 
minorities and the preservation of order, 

The Commissioners do not think, how- 
ever, that the British parliamentary 
system, with an executive representing a 
single party and depending from day to 
day on the vote of a majority of directly 
elected representatives, is likely to be the 
model according to which responsible 
government at the centre for India will 
be evolved. What is needed is a central 
organ which can at once take up the work 
of British India so far as this does not 
devolve on the provinces, but which, at 
the same time, is capable of expansion 
into a body representative of All-India in 
the wider sense. The Central Government 
becomes, on the theory of federation, an 
association of units formed mainly for the 
purpose of performing certain functions 
on behalf of all. This does not mean 
that the Central Government would not 
be entitled to call for assistance and co- 
operation in matters vital to the whole. 
The only means which are practicable in 
securing the end of federation involve a 
substantial change in the present constitu- 
tion of the Central EE AE 


GRAVE DANGERS IN THE 
SITUATION. | 


The last principle which the Commis- 
sion lays down is the paramount necessity 
of securing that throughout the period 
during which India is progressing on the 
road to complete self-government there 
must be full provision made for the main- 
tenance and efficiency of the fundamentals 
of government. It must be recognised 
that there are grave dangers in the situa- 
tion of India that must be provided for. 

It is an absolute condition for the 
development of self-government in India 
that the gateway of the North-West 
should be safely held. “' The Army in 
India must be strong enough for its task. 
We hold that for many years the presence 
of British troops, and British officers 
serving in Indian regiments, will be 
essential.” This fact gravely complicates 
the problem of the introduction of an 
increasing measure of responsibility into 
the Central Government, but the Com- 
mission believes that the proposals put 
forward for consideration with regard to 
the status of the Army in India would 
reconcile the demands of security and of 
advance. 

As to the question of internal security, 
the danger of disorder in India is ever 
present. ‘‘ Nowhere in the world is there 
such frequent need for courageous and 
prompt action as in India, and nowhere 
is the penalty for hesitation and weakness 
greater.” -The problem involved im 
internal security is not a matter only of 
the preservation of law and order. The 
very existence of the population depends 
on the efficiency of the administrative 
machine. There are great communities 
living on land which owes its fertility 
entirely to an elaborate system of irriga- 
tion. A still larger section of the popula- 
tion is dependent for its existence on a 
precarious rainfall. If the monsoon fails, 
millions will die of famine unless there is 
an efficient’ railway system to bring food 
from the areas where the crops have not 
failed. The spread of epidemics, such as 
plague, is only prevented by constant 
vigilance on the part of the authorities. 

“ While we are prepared to recommend 
a considerable advance towards self- 
government, and while we believe that a 
sense of responsibility can only be taught 
by making men responsible for the effects 
of their own actions, we desire to secure 
that experience is not bought too dearly. 
There must be in India a power which can 
step in and save the situation before it is 
too late. There must be provided, as far 
as may be, safeguards to ensure the main- 
tenance of vital services. . . The 
Governor-General or t"“e Governor, as the 
case may be, must be armed with full and 
ample powers. 
fullest scope for self-government, but, if 
there is a a née then an alternative 
authority must operate unhampered.'' 


THE NEW PROVINCIAL 
GOVERNMENTS. 


The detailed application of the provincia! 
scheme is discus at considerable length in 
chapters devoted to the provincial executive, 
the provincial legislature, the franchise and 
second chambers. Jn the chapter on the 
executive, it is explained that the sum total 
of reserved and transferred subjects will con- 
stitute the range of provincia] administra- 
tion under the new plan proposed by the 
Commission, The provincial cabinet should 
be unitary—that is, every member of it 
should be required and prepared to take re- 
sponsibility for the whole policy of provincial 
government. It is left to the discretion “oí 
the Governor, acting under the superin- 
tendence of the Governor-General, to decide 
whether, in forming his cabinet after a general 
election, he should inelude one cr more non- 
elected persons. The Commissioners conceive 
that there is likely to be some variation in 
this respect between one province and an- 
other. It is recorded that one of the Com- 
missioners, Lord Burnham, would prefer to 
see in the Statute a provision that in every 
province one or two places in the cabinet 
should be reserved for officials. To assist 
ministers in maintaining their position of joint 
jeaponsibility and in preserving a united front, 
the Commission proposes that ministerial 
salaries shall not liable to be reduced or 
denied by a vote in supply, and that a vote 
of censure shall be effective only if directed 
against the ministry as a whole and carried 
after due notice. While the Governor Is 
ziven clearly defined powers for specified and 
limited purposes, the Commission declares 
that, apart from these, the provincial minis- 
try must accept the burden of its own re- 
sponsibilities. ‘* Self-government in the pro- 
vinces can only become a reality when the 
Governor does not. come in like a deus er 
mocihna to make the wheels go round. The 
principle which we think onght to be in- 
sisted upon is that, es long as the normal 
processes of responsible government are being 
pursued, the responsibility which properly at- 
‘aches to government should be jointly borne 
by these who have the honour and the care 
ol office.”’

THE PROVINCIAL 


LEGISLATURES. 

It is pro that the vincial legisla- 
tures should have a life of five years, intend 
of the existing maximum term of three years. 
and that there should be an immediate in. 
crease in the number of members, in the 
case of the more important provinces, to a 
figure between 200 and 250. It is ho 
that the result of any redistribution which 
is decided upon will be to reduce the average 
size of the Governors’ provinces. In t 
absence of agreement between the Hindus 
and Mohammedans, the separate Moham- 
medan electorates should be continued, and, 
in the Punjab, the separate electorates for 
Sikhs should be preserved. The Commission 
recommends that there should be some 
reservation of seats for the depressed classes. 
European representation must continue to be 
secured by means of separate electorates. 

Suggestions are put forward regarding the 
representation of other special classes—Angio- 
Indians, Indian Christians, universities, com- 
merce and planting, labour, ete. It is pro- 
a that the Governor should have the 
uty of drawing up rules for securing Labour 
representation, wut the report mentions that 
one of the Commissioners, Major Atlee, a 
Labour M.P., considers that there should be 
no special representation for commercial cr 
Labour interests, his argument being that 
adult suffrage is already practicable in 
certain industriel areas. The official bioc is 
not to be retained. The only provision which 
the Commissioners think should be made to 
mea the presence of women in the pro- 
vincia]l legislatures is that the Governor, in 
exercising his power of nomination, should 
have special regard to the extent to which 
women have been returned as members from 
general constituencies with a view to supple- 
menting their number if he thinks this should 
be done. Power is proposed to be given to 
the provincial legislatures to ainend their 
own constitution after a lapse of ten years 
by passing a ‘‘constitutional resolution ”’ 
providing for changes :n the distribution of 
constituencies, the franchise, or the method 
of representation of particular communities. 
A resolution prejudicing the existing rights 
of a community would have no effect unless 
supported beth by two-thirds of the votes of 
the Legislature and (as part of this majority) 
by two-thirds of the members representing 
the community affected. 


VOTES FOR MARRIED 
WOMEN. 


About 2.8 per cent. of the population of 
the areas returning members to the provincial 
councils were registered as voters at the last 
general election. The Commission proposes 
that a new Franchise Committee should be 
set up with instructions to frame schemes 
which would enfranchise about ten per cent. 
of the total population. There are now s1x 
and a half millions enfranchised, and the 
Commission’s propesal would more than 
treble the number of voters, and would make 
an electorate of about twenty per cent. of 
the adult povulation. 

It. is suggested that the Franchise Com- 
mittee should consider the introduction of 
an additional qualification based on education, 
independently of property, such, for example, 
as the attainment of the fifth class before 
leaving school. 

Indian women are at present enfranchised 
on the same terms as men, but this en- 
franchisement sosa very few women 
voters. The Commission suggests that, in 
order to secure a substantial increase in the 
present ratio of women to men voters, it 
may, perhaps, be found possible to add to 
the present qualification two others—(1) 
being the wife over twenty-five years of age 
of a man who has a property qualification 
t» vote, and (2) being a widow over that age 
whose husband, at the time of his death, was 
so qualified. In addition, the educational 
qualification should apply to women over 
twenty-one as well as to men. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL FOR 
THE NORTH-WEST. 


The Commissioners have come to the con- 
clusion that responsibility for the administra- 
tion of the five districts which constitute the 
North-West Frontier Province cannot be 
separated from responsibility for the peace 
of, and control over, the tribal area beyond. 
Only thus, they say, can the security of the 
North-West frontier be effectively maintained. 
The same measure of responsible government 
cannot. be recommended for this province as 
is ee for the Governors’ provinces. 
“The inherent right of a man to smoke a 
cigarette must necessarily be curtailed if he 
lives in a powder magazine.”’ It is, how- 
ever, recommended that the North-West 
Province should, for the first time, have a 
legislative council, with legislative and taxing 
powers, Executive responsibilites are to re- 
main, as at present, with the Chief Com- 
missioner. These recommendations, the report 
states, represent an important advance. 

Provision is made for the revision of the 
systems of administration of the backward 
tracts, and such parts of them as remain 
excluded areas will come under the charge of 
the Central Government. 


THE FEDERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The principle change made at the Centre 
by the Commission’s scheme is the introduc- 
tion of tederal structure in the Legislature. 
Jt is proposed that in place of the present 
directly-elected Legislative Assembly there 
should be constituted by indirect election a 
new body which the Commission would call 
the ‘‘ Federal Assembly.” Its members 
vould be chosen by the provincial councils, 
and the parts of British Jndia which are not 
included within the areas of the provincial 
councils would also be represented in the 
Federal Assembly. The Assembly would 
have a fixed life of five years. and its member- 
ship would be between 250 and 280, which 
represents a considerable advance over the 
present membership of 145. The Commis- 
sion’s figure gives approximately one member 
per millon inhabitants, 

Very great importance is attached by the 
Commission to its proposal that the method 
of ig" ag “sm representation should be used 
by the provincial councils in _ selecting 
members for the Federal Assembly. Indian 
legislators are already quite familiar with 
““P.R.”’ in choosing their committees. The 
Commission points out that under this pro- 
posal it will be open to the Mohammedan 
members of each provincial council to secure 
that a proper proportion of Moslems is 
returned to represent the provinces in the 
Federal Assembly. The same opportunity will 
he available for the Sikhs, depressed classes, 
ete. Members of the Governor-General’s 
(Council will be ex-officio members of the 
Assembly, and the Governér-General should 
have the power to nominate not more than 
twelve other officials. 

The Council of State is to be retained, 
seats being allotted to Federal units. 
Members will be chosen by the Provincial 
Second Chambers, if such bodies are con: 
stituted, or, failing, this, by the provincial 
councils. 

The existing lecislative and financial 
wers of the two Chambers will remain as 

resent, but additional functions wil] be 

ormed by the Federal Assembly in the 
sphere of finance. The Commissioners say 
they are persuaded that a scheme put forward 
by Sir Walter Layton. Financial Assessor to 
the Commission, for the constitution of a 
Provincial Fund offers the most satisfactory 
means of enstiring adequate resources to the 
vrovineces without infringing their autonomy. 
The fund will be fed ly the product of taxes 
‘oted by the Federal Assembly, but col- 
le-ted centrally, and the scheme is such as to 
provide that the proposals for raising 
additional taxes should emanate from the 
provinces.

The Simon Report. 

é“ In writing this Report we have made 
no allusion to the events of the last few 
months in India.” By these words the 
Commissioners in the second volume of the 
Simon Report, which is published to-day, 
show that they have allowed no incidence 
of recent disturbance to warp their fore- 
sight. They have viewed a civilisation— 
or rather a mosaic of civilisations—and 
decided that its only hope of union is on 
a federal basis. Herein their thesis is un- 
exceptionable. As was foreshadowed by 
the first volume of the Report, a fortnight 
ago, their panacea for India’s future is a 
progressive grouping of the communities 
of India so that ultimately the parts may 
merge into a whole. Every contingency, 
conceivable and inconceivable—the latter 
in India ever is the more probable—has 
been envisaged as a possibility, ‘‘ Until 
the provinces of India have established 
themselves . . . as self-governing units,’’ 
says the Report, “ the ultimate form which 
the central government of India will take 
cannot be finally determined.” While our 
imagination may reel at the immensity of 
the Commissioners’ vision, we can 
recognise stil] that they have produced as 
complete a guide to a continent’s political 
development as history has known. Our 
only regret is that to some extent they 
have sacrificed the present unduly to the 
They. have pre-supposed, as it 
would appear, that an enactment of the 
Imperial Parliament, drafted in exact ac- 
cordance with their recommendations, will 
be interpreted by largely experimental 
legislatures in the same spirit of detached 
and passionless wisdom that they have 
manifested in their framing of those 
recommendations. 

Nevertheless, if in their ultimate 
applications they may be dangerously un- 
certain, the Commissioners’ proposals for 
the immediate future are concrete. In 
the first place, the Provinces are to be 
re-distiibuted more agreeably to their 
inherent polities, that the new order of 
things may have fair play. To this end 
a Commission will be appointed by the 
Government of India. Government in the 
teconstituted provinces will be virtually 
revolutionised so as to secure the ‘‘ maxi- 
tum of provincial autonomy ”' consistent 
with safety. The present system of dyarchy 
will be abolished, and a ‘‘ unitary ” 
Government, responsible to the Legislature, 
take its place. Even the police 
services will fall within the scope of 
autonomy, although here the wording of 
the Report. suggesis that the Commis- 
sioners had certain misgivings on this 
They say, however, that. respon- 
cannot be . achieved 
without this change. Provision against 
crises is made in two ways. In the first 
place, votes of censure in the Legislatures 
must be directed against the Ministry ; 
individual Ministers may not be attacked. 
Secondly, if the machinery of government 
collapses, the Governor may declare a 
“state of emergency ’’ for twelve months, 
which period may be extended by per- 
mission of both Houses of the Imperial 
Parliaiment. Members of the Legislatures 
will be elected by proportional representa- 
tion, and the franchise will be extended 
from 2.8 per cent, of the population to 10 
per cent, In certain cases wives and 
widows. over twenty-five years of age will 
enjoy the right to vote. 

‘In the matter of the central authority 
the Report is more complex. A Federal 
Assembly, chosen by the indirect suffrages 
of the Provincial Governments, will re- 
place: the directly “elected ‘egislative 
Assembly. At this point, very properly, 
the Commissioners have shown a tendency 
to pause ; for here every step must depend

Empire Free Trade. 


The stage is now set for the general 
elections in Canada. Mr. Mackénzie King, 
the Liberal Premier, is staking everything 
on his proposal to increase tariffs against 
the United States and reduce them against 
Great Britain. Since the campaign began 
the President of the United States has 
signed the new Tariff Bill, thus giving 
Mr. Mackenzie King an excellent weapon 
against his opponents. Although there 
was no consultation between the Canadian 
Government and British politicians when 
Mr, Dunning introduced '.is Budget, the 
Canadian decision to increase British 
preferences synchronised with the launch- 
ing of the campaign in favour of Empire 
free trade in England. The two policies 
suit each other perfectly. If the British 
Government adopts Empire free trade to 
any substantial extent, Canada will 
gain enormously; for Britain will 
impose tariffs on foreign imports of 
the goods which the Dominion pro- 
duces. At the same time the increase of 
the Canadian tariff against the United 
States will give British manufacturers a 
much-needed chance to consolidate their 
position in Canada. During recent years 
the tendency of Canadian trade has been 
more and more towards the United States. 
United States manufacturers, who realise 
now that external trade is essential, have 
been doing everything in their power to 
build up an export tradg with Canada, 
and have succeeded to such an extent as 
to cause much embarrassment to their 
British competitors. Henceforward the 
boot will be on the other foot. The Govern- 
ment of the United States seems to have 
gone tariff mad ; but it seems completely to 
have forgotten the fact that two can play 
at the tariff game. Canada’s decision to 
penalise imports from. the United States, 
and at the same time to encourage imports 
from Great Britain, is as natural as it 
is welcome on this side of the Atlantic. 
It is a step in the right direetion, and we 
may hope that it will be followed soon by 
other Dominions, The fiscal unity of the 
British Empire is an ideal towards the 
achievement of which every citizen of the 
Commonwealth ought to strive. Within 
the borders of the Empire is to be found 
every commodity of which mankind has 
need. The Empire offers a magnificent 
market. for producers, but at present its 
several members are weakening their posi- 
tions by heavy purchases from foreigners. 
Under a proper system of Empire 
free trade the British Empire would be 
almost entirely self-contained, and Canada 
has given an excellent lead towards that 
end. We commend her example to the 
Free State Government. Saorstát Eireann 
stands to gain more than any other 
Dominion from the adoption of Empire 
free trade; for it would give her a virtual 
monopoly in the British market for her 
produce. > far the Free State Govern- 
ment has done nothing to further this aim. 
It will have an excellent chance at the 
Imperial Conference next September. 


Broadcasting. 


Mr. M. R. Heffernan’s address to the 
Dublin Rotary Club contained much sound 
sense in its analysis of the merits of broad- 
casting, and extended hope to those who 
are anxious that the Free State’s pro- 
grammes shall be at least as valuable as 
those of other countries. “ The general 
tendency of broadcasting,” he said, “is 
to elevate the popular level of culture and 
taste.’’ Few will deny Mr. Heffernan’'s 
statement. Few, on the other hand, will 
admit that hitherto the Free State’s efforts 
to this laudable end have been entirely 
successful. We grant that 2RN and its 
satellite are handicapped, in comparison 
with stations overseas, by a lack of money ; 
admittedly, too, many items of the highest 
excellence have been transmitted. Yet, on 
the whole, we must doubt whether Irish 
broadcasting has done its best either to 
‘‘elevate’’ or to amuse its audiences. The 
average programme reveals an excess of 
vocal music, a great deal of which, as 
every person of taste must agree, is the 
merest trash, while some of it has no 
musical value at all, and serves merely to 
show off the technique of singers. This 
fault is common to all stations; but 
Dublin reveals it in the highest degree. 
Disregarding, as unjustified in strict fact, 
the complaint that too large a part of 
the programmes is devoted to professed 
and blatant ‘“‘culture’’—Irish, French, 
German and Italian “ lessons ’’—we think 
that most listeners find 2RN’s fare 
unvaried and monotonous. Hence Mr. 


are trying to improve the programmes is 
welcome, and we look forward with in- 
creased confidence to the establishment of 
the new high-powered station, which, 
handled with judgment and imagination, 
can do enormous good to the country’s

MR. N. CHAMBERLAIN 
AS CHAIRMAN.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain has been 
appointed Chairman of the Conservative 
Party in succession to Mr, J. C. C. 
Davidson, resigned. 

The following correspondence has passed 
between the new Chairman and Mr. 
Baldwin :— 

My pEAR STANLEY,—Í have given much 
anxious thought to your pressing request 
that I should, for a time at least, under- 
take the Chairmanship of the party. In 
ordinary circumstances I should never have 
considered the acceptance of a post which 
is at best a thankless one, involves much 
additional work, and must inevitably 
necessitate frequent absence from the 
House of Commons; but I am anxious, as 
always, to serve the party wherever my 
services may be most useful, and, since 
you think that by taking over the responsi- 
bilities of the Chairman I can best help 
the cause, I am ready to meet your desires, 

I only wish to make one stipulation— 
namely, that I may be released from the 
office as soon as I can report to you that 
I have carried out such measures of re- 
organisation as I may find to be desirable, 
and that the work can be expected to 
proceed smoothly without me. If you 
agree, I would suggest that I should take 
over immediately after the Conference, on 
the 1st July, in order that I may have 
time to put things in train before the 
holidays.—Yours sincerely,

It is understood that Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain will continue to act as Chairman 
of the Conservative Research Department, 
which was set up at the end of last year. 

NEW CHAIRMAN’S CAREER. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Who is sixty- 
one years of age, is a son of the late 
Joseph Chamberlain and a half-brother of 
Sir Austen. He has been in Parliament 
for twelve years. He sat for the Lady- 
wood Division of Birmingham from Decem- 
ber, 1918, to May, 1929, and has repre- 
sented the Edgbaston Division since 1929. 
Four years after his entry into Parliament 
he became a Cabinet Minister. He was 
Postmaster-General from 1922 to 1923, 
Paymaster-General in 1923, Minister of 
Health in the same year and from 1924 to 
1929, and Chancellor of the Exchequer 
from 1923 to 1924. 

As Minister of Health in the last Con- 
servative Government he was in charge 
during a period in which 800,000 houses 
were built, and he was one of the chief 
authors of the widows’ pension scheme 
and of the de-rating measure and the 
reform of local government, which was 
carried through by the Conservative 
Government in 1929. 

His earlier training was as manager of 
his father’s hemp plantations in the 
Bahamas, and he was over forty years of 
age when he made his first appearance in 
public affairs, winning a seat on the 
Birmingham City Council. Four years 
later—in 1915—he became Lord Mayor of 
the city. He made his first really out- 
standing success in the Commons by his 
puoting of the De-rating Bills to the 
Statute Book. The complications of the 
subject brought to general notice his ex- 
ceptional powers of lucid statement and 
his capacity and energy as an adminis- 
trator.

When the King and Queen dine out 
to-night for the first time since 1928 they 
will be greeted at the Spanish Embassy in 
Belgrave Square by the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor and his wife, the Marchesa Merry Del 
Val, and King Alfonso of Spain, in whose 
honour the dinner is being held. 

Forty guests will sit down to dinner, 
including probably the Prime Minister, 
the Duke and Duchess of Portland, the 
Marquis and Marchioness of Carisbrooke, 
and the Marquis and Marchioness of Lon- 
donderry.

The matters which it would 
discuss would be those of common interes} 
to the whole of the Indian Empire. | 
understand that the Commissioners attac)) 
v y great importance to this .ecommenda 
tion, which they regard as meriting the 
most careful consideration.

The Need of a Policy. 


An interesting feature of the present 
position in the Conservative Party is that 
the leaders do not appear to appreciate 
the fact that the rank and file have ad- 
vanced ideas which they desire to have 
embodied in the party’s programme. In 
these matters there is a distinct tendency 
to blame the leaders, more particularly 
in view of the somewhat fallacious “ safety 
first’’ programme put forward before the 
late general election, when, obviously 
misled, Mr. Baldwin guaranteed his party 
a majority of fifty. To-day Conservatives 
are asking one another if Mr. Baldwin 
still is being advised by those who assured 
him of victory last year. Actually what 
the Conservatives want at the moment is 
a real lead against Socialism and a real 
remedy for unemployment, and they wil! 
be appreciative if the fact is recognised by 
their leaders. 


German in as'‘ry. 


It is by no means certain that the 
proposed reduction of wages in the 
German iron and steel industry will be 
carried into effect as smoothly as messages 
from Berlin originally indicated. Negotia- 
tions for a pact on similar lines, applic- 
able to German industries genera'ly, have 
been in progress for some time, but have 
made little progress. In Sheffield little 
alarm is expressed at German plans to 
capture a greater share of the world’s 
trade, and the view is taken that British 
products are being bought on their quality, 
which never has been higher than to-day. 


The Schneider Trophy. 


In several respects there is uncertaint; 
about next vear’s Schneider Trophy Race. 
for which entries close next month. Ital; 
is regarded as a certain challenger, and 
an entry from-the United States is ex- 
pected, but it is improbable that France 
will take part. As officers of the Roya! 
Air Force will be prohibited from partici- 
pation in the race, it is uncertain whether 
it will prove practicable for a British 
civilian team to receive the necessary 
training on high speed seaplanes, even if 
the machines are lent by the Air Ministrv. 
Another doubt concerns the venue for the 
race; for it is understood that the 
Admiralty does not view the use of last 
year’s course over the Solent with favour, 
and correspondence is taking place about 
an offer from the Italian Aero Club to 
hold the race at Venice.

Agricultural T. aining. 


Arrangements have been made between 
the Oversea Settlement Department of 
the Dominions Office and the Fellowship 
of the British Empire Exhibition, with 
the concurrence of the Australian Govern- 
ment, whereby twenty-five youths to whom 
scholarships have been awarded by the 
Fellowship will be trained free of charge 
at Government agricultural colleges or at 
farm schools in Australia. Twenty-three 
will be giver: a one year’s course in New 
South Wales, and two a two-years’ course 
at Dookie Agricultural College, Victoria. 
At the end of their training they will he 
found suitable agricultural work in the 
Commonwealth. The cost of their train- 
ing and maintenance will be met jointly 
by the British Government and the 
Fellowship. In addition to the Australian 
scholarships, the Fellowship is sending + 
number of scholars to Guelph Agricultura! 
Collece, Ontario, during this month, and 
to Manifoba in the autumn.

TO PORTMARNOCK. 

At six o'clock last evening the giant 
monoplane was wheeled out of her hangar 
by a squad of fifty soldiers. Mr. C. C, 
Maidment, the mechanic, superintended 
the starting of the engines and their 
‘“ warming up. - 

There were very few people there to see 
the actual start for Portmarnock, and they 
were composed of the personnel of the 
aerodrome and Press representatives. 

It was just 6.30 o'clock when the mono- 
plane took-off. She rose gracefully inside 
about 500 yards, and gained altitude 
slowly, flying due west before swinging 
around in a wide circle due east for Port- 
marnock.

During the short flight to Portmarnock 
Mr. Stannage tested the wireless set, and 
kept in communication with the new wire- 
less station at Baldonnel Aerodrome, 
which is under the control of Lieutenant 
M. M. Murphy, who was formerly a col- 
league of Mr. Stannage as a wireless 
operator in the mercantile marine. 

The wireless worked successfully, and 
there was a very good reception. 

It is the intention of Lieutenant Murphy 
to keep in constant touch with the 
Southern ‘‘ross all during her trans- 
Atlantic flight, or as far as is possible 
when she gets across towards the American 
coast. 

THANKS TO CURRAGH GARRISON. 

Major-General MeNeill, the General 
Officer Commanding the Curragh District, 
motored from the Curragh Camp to see 
Major Kingsford-Smith before the machine 
left Baldonnel. Major Kingsford-Smith 
expressed his deepest regret at the trouble 
and disappointment that he had caused to 
the Curragh Garrison. He pointed out 
that it was in the best interests of the 
flight that this change of venue should be 
made, as under the wind conditions that 
were probable there was grave danger in 
‘ taking-off’’’ from the Curragh. He 
appreciated more than he could say all 
that had been done for him and the 
Southern Cross by the officers and men of 
the Curragh Garrison. 

Wishing Major Kingsford-Smith the best 
of luck on behalf of himself and the officers 
and men of the Curragh Garrison, Major- 
General MeNeill stated that they at the 
Curragh also regretted that the Southern 
Cross was not to start from there. They 
realised, however, that it was for the good 
of the flight, and that was what they all

THE RAINBOW. 
It was exactly 6.40, fully ten minutes 


after the giant monoplane left Baldonnel 


Aerodrome, that her wheels touched the 
sand of the Velvet Strand, Portmarnock. 
A rainbow which made its appearance 
as the machine left Baldonnel was very 
vivid when she landed at Portmarnock, 
green being the predominant colour. 

The arrival of the Southern Cross at 
Portmarnock was altogether unexpected. 
The only persons on the beach were a 
number of soldiers, with the landing 
party, and a force of Civic Guards, who 
had been sent down in advance. 

The ‘plane made a beautiful landing, 
and taxied along to a spot just short of 
the Martello Tower. 

CROWDS FLOCK TO THE SCENE. 

The flight of the machine over the North 
side of the city and the countryside around 
Howth and Portmarnock had attracted 
much attention, and it was not long before 
the trek to the Velvet Strand began. All 
descriptions of vehicles were brought into 
operation. From all parts of North County 
Dublin people flocked to the scene of the 
start, and in a short space of time the 
monoplane was surrounded by large 
crowds. 

The filling of the tanks of the machine 
with petrol pumped from 50-gallon drums 
by the soldiers was watched with interest 
by the crowds. The Civic Guards kept the 
sight-seers back about twenty yards to pre- 
vent intervention with the work of fuel- 
ling, and as a precaution against explosion 
of petrol from matches or lighted 
cigarette s. 

The wheels of the ’plane rested on 
special planks to prevent her sinking. 

Many people settled down for the night, 
songs being indulged in, to the accompani- 
ment of banjoes and melodians. 

The tide came to within about a couple 
of feet of the ’plane, but was full out at 
the hour of the start.

KEEPING THE WORLD 
INFORMED OF THE FLIGHT. 


Throughout the flight it is the inten- 
tion of Mr. J. W. Stanhage, the wireless 
operator, to talk to the outside world, and 
keep it informed of the progress of the 
flight. 

This fact alone adds greatly to the 
interest of the flight from a public and 
international point of view. 

Mr. Stannage will operate on a 33.3 
metre short-wave transmission for the 
benefit of amateur listeners-in, using the 
Morse code, but when he wants to 
‘ speak ’’ shipping he will switch over to 
the 600-800 metre long-wave transmission. 
He will also be able to receive messages.

Mr. Stannage will send out frequent 
bulletins on the short wave, and will 
inform listeners-in when he intends to 
switch over to the long-wave transmission. 
His call sign is VMZAB. 

It has beon arranged that Mr, Stannage 
will keep in touch with Malin Head wire- 
less station for the first four hours in 
order to receive any special weather report 
relayed by land line from the British Air 
Ministry. After that any special weather 
reports from the Air Ministry will be 
relayed by Malin Head station to ships at 
sea for relay to the Southern Cross. 
CAPTAIN SAUL EXPLAINS 

THE ROUTE. 

The route which will be taken by the 
Southern Cross was outlined to an 
Trish Times representative by Captain J. 
P. Saul, the navigator. 

Once away from Ireland, he said, they 
would follow the Northern Great Circle, 
keeping to the shipping route as far as 
Cape Race, the South-Eastern extremity of 
Newfoundland. This meant that they 
would have to travel 1,900 miles before 
they sighted land on the other side of the 
Atlantic, and it was estimated that it 
would take them about twenty-three 
hours. 

From Cape Race, they would strike off 
towards the mainland of the State of 
Maine, which was United States territory. 
This was their first objective; for, before 
all, they wanted to make United States 
territory. Having found the mainland, 
they would then skirt down along the 
coast to New York. The distance from 
Cape Race to New York was 1,200 miles. 
They expected that the round journey 
would take them from thirty-four to 
thirty-five hours, though they had petro! 
to last them for thirty-eight hours. 

The most hazardous part of the journey, 


ten hours, when they would have to nurse 
the heavily-laden machine along. During 
that time their average speed would only 
be about eighty-five miles an hour. For 
the first few hours they would have the 
engines “ revving ” at full speed, but as 
they got further on their journey and the 
heavy load decreased, they would 
gradually ease off the strain on the 
engines. They expected that, after ten 
hours, they would be able to reach, their 
cruising speed of 95 to 100 miles an hour.

IN EVENT OF FAILURE. 


FUSELAGE TANK AS A BUOY 

In his usual thorough manner, Major 
Kingsford-Smith has thought of everything 
that is. likely to happen to him in the course 
of his flight. Should the Southern Cross be 
forced down in the Altantic, he informed the 
Irish Times representative, shortly before he 
left, that it would be possible for him to 
empty the main fuselage tank in fifty seconds 
and then seal it. This sealed tank woulc 
then act as a great buoy, and would keep 
the machine afloat for days in a calm sea, or 
until such time as she would break up in a 
bad sea. 

The procedure that would be followed by 
the crew in this event is that they would 
all climb on to the great wings, and there 
“dig themselves in.’’ They would do this 
by breaking through the light wooden struc- 
ture of the wing with their feet, and thus 
make steady and secure positions for them- 
selves. 

Major Kingsford-Smith and Mr. Vandyk, 
the assistant pilot, would only have to climb 
ont of the side of the pilots’ cockpit on to 
the wing ovérhead. Captain Saul, the 
navigator, and Mr. Stannage, the wireless 
operator, would have to climb out of their 
cabin, back, of the main tank, through the 
navigator’s hatch on the roof. They would 
then crawl on to the wings, where they 
would join the two pilots. 

THE MACHINE. 

The Southern Cross is a giant silyer-winged 
Fokker monoplane, equipped with three 
Wright whirlwind engines. Her wing span 
is 71 feet 84 inches, and wing area 728 square 
feet. Her length from tip to tail is 48 feet. 
Her weight, unladen, is 6,250]bs., and her 
laden weight just before the flight was 
15,100lbs. She carries 1,080 imperial gallons 
of petrol stored in four wing tanks, one main 
tank, and a tank under the pilots’ cockpit. 
She also carries 240lbs. of oil, which is 
equivalent to 24 gallons. 

The total weight of the machine, fully 
loaded with her crew, is approximately seven 
tons. 

On the side of her blue fuselage the words 
Southern Cross are painted .in large white 
letters, together with her official registration 
marking, USU-VH. Her registration marks 
are also painted in large black letters on the 
underside of her silver wings.

CAPTAIN J, P. SAUL, THE

When Major Kingsford-Smith planned 
his first great flight from San Francisco to 
Australia in 1928, he: organised it on these 
lines. 

Following that flight, Major Kingsford- 
Smith planned another: that would take 
him across the Equator for the second 
time, and three-quarters of the way round 
the world by air from his first starting 
point at San Francisco. Again, he proved 
the soundness of his plans; when he flew 
from Australia to England in thirteen 
days. 

Having flown from England to Ireland, 
the present flight, should it succeed, will 
mark the achievement of his ambition to 
fly round the world, 

In all this, the sole credit must go tc 
Major Kingsford-Smith ; for, alone and 
unaided, he has worked and planned with 
the foresight and vision of the pioneer.

Tt can be said that to the efficiency and 
ability of Mr. J. W. Stannage, the wireless 
operator, Major Kingsford-Smith owes the fact 
that he is alive to-day; for Mr. Stanmnage was 
the wireless operator on board the aeroplane 
Canberra that rescued him when he was lost 
on the Australian desert, following a forced 
landing during his trans-Australian flight in 
March-April, 1929. In the forced landing the 
wireless set of the Southern Cross was 
damaged. It was repaired, as far as was pos- 
sible under the circumstances, but only 
feeble messages could be sent out. 

H was one of these S.O.8. messages that 
Mr. Stannage picked up on the Canberra as 
she was flying over the wastes of the Aus- 
tralian desert searching for the missing 
Southern Cross.. At.that time nothing had 
been heard of Major Kingsford-Smith and his 
crew for thirteen days; and hope of finding 
them alive had almost been abandoned. 

Thus the story of the association of Mr. 
Stannage with Major Kingsford-Smith on this 
flight is one of the most romantic of the air.

Mr. Ernest Van Dyk, the aassistant pilot on 
the Southern Cross, has,. perhaps, . the. most 
romantic name of the whole crew; for he has 
earned for himself in European international 
flving circles the reputation oí being the 
“ Flwing Dutchman,”’ by reason of his out- 
standing flying abilities. It is a reputation 
that vears of brilliant flying in all weathers. 
and over hundreds_of thousands of miles of 
land and sea, have won for him. Ten years 
aco he first started to fly. and since then he 
has completed 5,600 fiving hours, which means 
that in all he has flown about 560,000 air 
miles. That is a record that few men possess. 

A regular pilot on the Royal Dutch Air 
Line, one of his regular runs was between 
Amsterdam and Java, a matter of 10,000 
miles, which he covered in ten days, and was 
never once late. As a bad-weather pilot he is 
in the forefront among his fellows, and in this 
respect is comparable to his chief, Major 
Kingsford-Smith. He has been given six 
weeks’ leave to take part in this flight.

THE recommendations of the Indian Statutory Commission, the second

A ccnsideration of what should be the 
ultimate goal of British policy in India in 
pursuance of the declaration of August 
20th, 1917, leads the (Commission to lay 
down. as a second principle that any con- 
stitutional changes now recommended for 
British India must have regard to a 
future development when India as a 
whole, not merely British India, will take 
her place among the constituent States of 
the Commonwealth of Nations united 
under the Crown. The report points out 
that it is India, not British India, which 
is a member of the League of Nations, 
und that there are practical, as well as 
theoretical, reasons for ‘so planning the 
structure of Indian government that the 
transitwn to a truly All-Indian polity 
can be made as soon as the time is ripe. 
“The greater unity will come about wher 
it is felt that it 1s to the mutual advan- 
tage of both sides to pursue it. We desire 
that the new constitution should provide 
an open door whereby, when it seems good 
to them, the ruling princes may enter on 
just and reasonable terms.” 


REORGANISATION OF 
BRITISH INDIA, 

It inevitably follows, says the report, 
that the ultimate constitution of India 
must be federal; for it is only in a federal 
constitution that units differing so widely 
in constitution as the provinces of 
British India and the Indian States can 
be brought together while retaining 
internal autonomy. 

Meanwhile, it seems to the Commission 
that the reorganisation of British India 
on a federal basis will prepare the way. 
But the Commissioners declare that they 
cannot regard the present provinces as 
ideal areas for self-covernment, and they 
propose that a Boundaries Commission, 
to be appointed by the Government of 
India, should review the provincial 
boundaries at as early a date as possible. 
Taking the provinces as they exist, the 
report says they form the basis on 
which a federal structure must be built. 
Jt is. however, recommended that one of 
the existing provinces, Burma, should be 
definitely excluded from the new polity. 
“A VERY GREAT AND FAR: 

REACHING CHANGE,” 

The (‘ommissioners explain that their 
scheme for the Governors’ provinces com- 
pletes the process of devolution, “‘ It atms 
at giving the maximym of provincial 
autonomy consistent with the common 
interest of India as a whole. This means 
the abolition of dyarchy; for it was of 
the exsence of this system that, while 
certain departments were transferred. to 
the contro! of Ministers, the reserved side 
of the Administration was still carried on 
under the superintendence, direction and 
control of the Central Government. 
Devolution was, therefore, incomplete. It 
is our intention that in future each 
province should be, as far as possible, 
mistress in her own house. hus inde- 
pendent life will be given to the provinces

PLEA FOR GREATER 
CO-OPERATION, 


PRESBYTERIAN 
MINISTERS’ VIEWS. 


The Methodist Conference, which resumed 
its deliberations yesterday in the Centenary 
Church, St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, ex- 
tended a cordial welcome to the Right Rev. 
Dr. Hanna, ex-Moderator of the Presby- 
terian Church in Ireland, and to Dr. Harry 
Miller, of the Presbyterian Church of Scot- 
land. 

The Rev. Dr. W. F. Lofthouse, President 
of the British Conference, occupied the cheir. 

PLEA FOR CO-OPERATION. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Hanna regretted that 
the Rev. Dr. Morrow, the outgoing Moderator, 
was not able to be present owing to absence 
from Dublin, but the Rev. 
Moderator of the United Free Chureh of 
Scotland and Professor of Sociology in Edin- 
burgh University, came in Dr. Morrow’s 
stead. He desired to convey to the 
Methodist Conference the good wishes and 

ood-will of the Presbyterian Church in 
Írelana. To him personally that was a very 
pleasing duty. It was a very real pleasure 
to see there so many friends of his, and to 
take part for a little while in their delibera- 
tions (Hear, hear). One of the best 
speeches ever made at the Presbyterian 
Assembly was made by Mr. Corrigan, a 
member of that Conference. It was one of 
the finest pleas for a wider outlook, for 
friendliness and for co-operation between the 
two great evangelistic and reformed Christian 
Churches that they represented. He was 
quite sure neither the Methodist Church nor 
the Presbyterian Church was at the moment 

repared for organic reunion. He did not 
elieve that it was one of the things that 
came within: the present range of practical 
politics, but he would plead for a greater 
spirit of friendship, acquaintance and co- 
operation. 

He earnestly trusted the two Churches 
would come nearer. It was nearly inevitable 
that in a small country like Ireland there 
would be little causes for friction. but, as he 
had stated at the Assembly, these little thines 
were of no real consequence compared with 
the far bigger things that those two Churches 
were seeking. He believed fnien would 
come in God's own time, If they kept on 
their way, doing God's work ih a Christian, 
gentiemaniy way, he believed those two 
Churches ‘would unite and make a great 
evangelistic. Church possible, and, if the 
Church of Ireland united with them, they 
would then have a great united Protestant 
Church in Ireland. .(Applause.) 

INFLUENCES IN SCOTLAND. 

Professor Miller, acknowledging the wel- 
come, said that the Church in Scotland 
united, and one of the big influences 
was that there were one and a half 
millions of people in that country who had 
no connection with the Christian Churches 
The restlessness of the young people was 
another’ factor in that unity. Before 
they united there were many difficulties to 
overcome, and when things seemed almost 
at their darkest unity came about. 

IN CLOSER TOUCH. 

The President, expressing the appreciation 
of the Conference for the kind and helpful 
words of Dr. Hanna and Professor Miller. 
said it appeared to him, from the views he 
had formed since he had been in Ireland. 
that the opportunity which existed for closer 
co-operation between the Presbyterian and 
the Methodist Churches was _ peculiarly 
favourable. He was sure that the words 
which had fallen from their brethren would 
give them a larger and broacer outlook, and 
help them to come closer together with a 
deeper enthusiasm for God's Kingdom. They 
should remember that co-operation and union 
could only take place where there was simple 
friendship, simple love, and simple trust.

JUMPING FOR KINGS CUP. 
HOW THE FREE STATE 
TEAM FARED. 
——— 


Jumping for the King George V. Gold Cup, 
the international challenge cup presented by 
the King, was the feature of t e gala per- 
formance at the International Horse Show at 
Olympia yesterday. The trophy—one of the 
most coveted in the world—is open for com- 
petition among military officers of any 
nationality, riding in uniform. No officer 
may ride more than one horse, Since 1911 
the cup has been won by six different covn- 
tries—Ruéssia, Belgium; France, Italy, the 
United States, and Great Britain. Last vear 
a Frenchman, Lieutenant Gibault, on Man- 
derin, was the winner. With the same horse 
he was ‘among the fifty-five entrants this 
year. 

Five nations—France, Germany, Chili, the 
Irish Free State, and Great Britain—took 
part in the competition yesterday, and were 
represented by many well-known riders. 
There was the famous Frenchman, Captain 
A. de Laissardiére, on his horse Wednesdav. 
Twice before he has won the ecup—in 1920 
and 1923. A third ‘French officer, who has 
won the cup before, Lieutenant X. Bizard. 
was a competitor with Arcachon, Lieutenant 
Bizard won three vears ago on Quinine, Well. 
known British officers who entered were ;— 
Lieutenant-Colone] Sir Philin Procklehwrst. 
Major H. J. Dudgeon, of the Royal Scots 
Greys; Captain W. H, Mvir, of the Kine's 
Dragoon Gnards, and Liertenant A. G. 
Martyr. of the Royal Scots Greys, who won 
for Britain in 1928. 

THE WINNER.

HISTORIC SCENE RECALLED. 

There was a. scene which bore some 
resemblance to the famous ‘‘ tennis court 
oath’’ in the French Revolution. Nahas 
Pasha, the Wafdist leader and ex-Prime 
Minister, addressing the assembled deputies, 
said: “O, mv brethren, swear to preserve 
the Constitution.”’ 

The ex-Premier’s exhortation was 
followed by shouts of ‘‘ Long live the 
Constitution ! Lone live Nahas Pasha !’’ 

Wissa Bey Wassif. the President of the 
Chamber, had previously read out the 
decrees regardinz the Constitution of the 
new Cabinet and the proroguing of Parlia- 
ment. <A deputy cried out. ‘‘ Down with 
Sidky,”’ but he was reproved by the Presi- 
dent. 

POLICE HELP. 

There was an electric air about the 
Parliament building before the meeting. 
About a hundred deputies and senators, 
with the collusion of the parliamentary 
police, forced an entry. The city police 
then took charge and prevented others from 
entering.

ATTACK ON GOVERNOR'S 
ORDINANCE.

MALTA, Monday. 

His Majesty’s Court of Appeal was 
packed to suffocation this morning in 
anticipation of developments in connection 
with the case affecting the validity of 
laws enacted by the late Legislature. The 
Nationalists have sought to impugn all 
the laws passed by the joint Houses since 
January 8th, 1929, including the amend- 
ment to the Constitution, the Workmen’s 
Oompensation Act, the Rent Restriction 
Act. and others. 

At the opening of the proceedings, 
counsel for the Treasury drew the atten- 
tion of the Court to the Ordinance promul- 
gated on Saturday which ordained that all 
laws which had received the assent of His 
Majesty in Council, or of the Governor, 
should be deemed to be valid and that all 
things done, or to be done under them, 
should likewise be considered Jawful and 
valid. This Ordinance thus precluded the 
possibifity of any court of Jaw dealing 
with these questions. | 

PLAINTIFFS’ CASE. 

Counsel for the plaintiffs urged the 
Court to ignore the Governor's proclama- 
tion as being ultra vires, The Governor, 
he declared, had no right to intervene and 
no power to confirm the laws, as they were 
not reserved matters. The Letters Patent 
still in force should have been adhered 
to by the Governor, who has usurped 
power he did not possess. 

Counsel for the Treasury asked for an 
adicurnment in order that he might reply. 

His request was granted and the Court 
adjourned until Wednesday.

POLICE EXCHANGE 
SHOTS WITH MOB.

Reports have come across the frontier 
of trouble in Seville. It ig stated that a 
general strike broke out there this morn- 
ing because a work girl who was 
wounded on Friday in an éncounter be- 
tween strikers and police had died m 
hospital.’ 

According to these accounts the gates 
of workshops and factories were picketed 
from an early hour this morning, while 
nails were scattered about in the main 
streets so as to impede traffic. 

The tramway service is suspended, and 
the few trams that did come out were 
stoned, and had to be taken back to the 
dépéts. 

The mob was charged on several 
occasion: by the polige, and some arrests 
were made, and workmen wounded. 

“here was a great gathering in one of 
the principal squares of the city, where, 
reinforced, the mob returned to the 
attack, and shots were exchanged, two 
children being wounded. 

SHOPS SHUT; BAKERS HELD UP. 

Bakers fi>m outlying districts who were 
trying to bring bread into the city were 
attacked, and another police charge was 
made. Meanwhile all chops had shut up. 

By the afternoon order was restored, 
and the Civil Governor gave orders for te 
trams to start running again under police 
protection. Measures have also been 
taken to ensure a proper bread supply. 

Altogether over. twenty persons have 
been arrested. The greater part of the 
members of the Strike Executive are “on 
the run.”’

WHITE RAJAH'S 
£100,000 GIFT. 


COLONIAL CIVIL 
SERVANTS’ FUND 


————— 


The Rajah of Sarawak has offered the 
British Government £100,000 in recogni- 
tion of the friendly relations between 
Sarawak and the Government, and the 
greater portion is to be employed as a 
fund to assist in the education of Colonial 
Civil Servants’ children. 

The gift was announced by Lord. Pass- 
field at a dinner last night of the repre- 
sentatives at the Colonial Office Conference 
at Lancaster House. : 

““On behalf of the Government,” he 
said, ‘‘ I propose to accept the gift, and 
to express to His Highness their apprecia- 
tion and gratitude.’’ The Rajah, he said, 
had decided that £75,000 should be em- 
ployed as a fund to assist in the educa- 
tion of Colonial Civil Servants’ children. 
It was proposed that the fund should be 
vested in the hands of trustees, to be 
nominated by the Rajah and the Secretary 
of State. 

THE BROOKES OF SARAWAK. 

The Rajah’s gift recalls the romantic 
history of the Brookes, who have ruled 
Sarawak since 1839, when the Sultan of 
Borneo made an Englishman, Sir James 
Brooke, the Rajah over 40,000 miles of 
territory in gratitude for his suppression 
of a rebellion among the natives. 

Sir Charles Vyner Brooke, the present 
Rajah, and the third holder of the title, 
governs a population of some 500,000. He 
can claim to be the only white Rajah in 
the world. He is 55, and in 1917 suc- 
eeeded his father, whom he had _ joinei 
20 years previously in order to study the 
duties of government. He has led several 
expeditions into the far interior of the 
country to punish head hunters. 

The Ranee is the younger daughter of 
Viscount Esher, and a sister-in-law of the 
Hon. Mrs. Maurice Brett, formerly Miss 
Zena Dare, the actress. The Ranee was 
Sir James Barrie’s original inspiration for 
‘‘ Peter Pan.’

PLEA FOR SPIRIT OF 
ADVENTURE. 


CIR E. BENN’S DEFENCE 
OF VICTORIANISM. 


————-- oO 


Over one thousand experts in all branches 
of advertising met at Hastings yesterday for 
the sixth annual convention of the Adver- 
tising Association. 

At the general session, Sir Ernest Benp 
dealt with the general theme of the conyey. 
tion: *‘ Increasing trade by advertising.” | 
making what he described as “a iittle bit of 
pleading for the under dog, the small map 
and the people who are left out of account 
when we talk in that big way which alone 
is popular to-day.’’ He said that they should 
get the people out of the big figure hahi: 
“ Make the little man feel that he counts for 
something at the moment. ll the litt}. 
minds are thinking of large figures, and they 
don’t fit.” 

Feo le, he said, had been ' led to believe 
that they did not count as individuals: thá 
they could leave it to the big men; that 
they must be organised, and that somebody 
with better brains would do it for then; 
Organisation which limited or restrained jp. 
dividual effort was bad. “This is the 
period of safety first. If we are to de. 
velop trade and industry we need JTess 
safety first, and a few more healthy bank. 
ruptcies, and a revival of the old spinit of 
individual adventure.” 

A WORD FOR VICTORIANISM. 

The development of trade, he believed. 
would involve a return to a good many of 
the ideas which prevailed in the Victorian 
period. “T am not advocating a complete 
return to Victorianism, but I am up agains: 
the notion that we Victorians are al] wrong. 
and that your modern young people are 4|| 
We had now enough of both to he 
able to sift the bad from the good; and, jf 
we are wise, to take advantage of such good 
as exists on both sides. There was ce) 
tainly more economic sanity in the Victorian 
period than is to be found among us to 
day, and there can be no doubt as to the de- 
velopment of trade and industry when good 
Queen Victoria reigned over us. That time 
might be described as the period of sex. 
safety and economic adventure, both proposi 
tions being, in my judgment, absolutely 
sound. We are now in the period of what is 
imagined to be economic safety and sexual 
adventitiousness, both propositions being, in 
my judgment, wrong to the core. 

“ As. a good Victorian, you may imagine 
with what fervour I sing that line of the 
good old hymn, which runs, ‘Change and 
decay in all around I see.’ ”’ 

If trade and industry were to be developed 
by advertising, he said, they must revive the 
independent spirit of the small man and make 
him feel that he counted for something. Big 
men of to-day were the small men of yester- 
day, but they had some little encouragement 
in the spirit of the times, which was not 
offered to the small men to-day. ‘I do 
not,” he concluded, ‘‘ believe that everything 
that is new is bad. I only reject the modern

Thev might disagree about fiscal policy, 
but Lord Beaverbrook had performed a publie 
service bv infusing new life into the dis- 
cussion of Empire problems He hoped that 
the campaign would lead to a closer study 
of all our markets, British and foreign. 

Vigcountess Dunedin, mm an 
circular letters, expressed the view ‘hat type 
written letters were generally opened by the 
recipient, as well as handwritten letters. 
*€ Practically everything, including love 
letters.’’ she observed, “comes typewritter 
nowadays.’ 

Lord Luke of Pavenham said that the idea 
that it was not necessary to advertise an 
old-established article had been badly bat- 
tered about im recent years. '“ You simply 
must advertise to the new generation that 
takes control, or risk going out of business. . 

In a message to the Conference the Prime 
Minister said: ‘‘ Clean and honest advertising 
means clean and honest business dealing 
which affects the whole moral tone of our 
people.”

y views will meet with general acceptancg. 
Whether the listener is goin og music 
in its various forms—talks, discussions, OF 
drama—it is an undoubted fact that the 
general tendency of broadcasting will be to 
elevate the popular level of culture and 
taste. 

é Take music, for instance. It is now well 
known that there is very definite appreciation 
of musical compositions by the great com- 
posers by persons who a dozen years ago 
would not recognise the names of the masters 
whose productions now give them infinite 
ee This is a great forward step. In 
ormer days, because of financial and other 
reasons, the works of the great composers 
were only available to the fortunate few ; but 
now, through the medium of broadcasting. 
they can be heard by anybody owning 
sufficient money to buy a crystal set. That 
this is a great advance on the road of civilisa- 
tion few will deny. 

“In connection with the cultural aspect 
must be noted the ultimate effect of broad- 
casting on language, accent and grammar. 
It will standardise pronunciation and elimin- 
ate local or provincial dialects. The day will 
come when the sweet lilt of the Cork accent 
will be as the Lee. banks as the 
Indian on the shores of Manhatten. I dare 
not offer an opinion as to the advantage or 
otherwise of such a change.

“Qn the other hand, it, seems quite clear 
that the class, OF section, which stands m 
greatest need of wireless reception is the rural 
dweller. it is the farmer, the agricultural 
worker, the rural schoolteacher, the rural 
doctor, etc., who stand in greatest need of 
wireless broadcasting. it is these classes 
which find the long winter evenings hanging 
leaviest on their hands.
